Chiles 
vetoed was House Bill 4071, 
which was worded to ensure 
that all Florida property own- 
ers receive just compensation 
when their land is taken by 
eminent domain, as guaran- 
teed by the Constitution and 
the Bert Harris Private Prop- 
erty Rights Act. 

Without this legislation, Mr.

* Very old and very sick people will die in 
nursing homes, just as they will.die in hospi- 
tals, hospices and at Home - it's a fact of life. 
Even the best medical and nursing care cannot 
undo the natural aging process. Most families 
understand and accept this reality, but some 
will have difficulty. 

* Things are getting better. The legislature 
has authorized greater funding for nursing 
homes and regulators are paying closer atten- 
tion tothe handful of facilities that fall below 
the line. 

Finally, lawyer TV commercials that portray 
all nursing homes as dangerous and its workers 
as abusers do a tremendous disservice to fami- 
lies, professional reputations, and the truth. 
Perhay worse, they often frighten elderly peo- 
ple and further complicate sensitive family dis- 
cussions, Our elders deserve better, and so do 
their families who must make difficult choices 
for them when they no longer can care for them.

Error by Congress SE ‘escalate Staying healthy with vegetables 


Medicare costs for mental health care 


An, inadvertent mistake in 
the Balanced Budget Act of 
1997 could prove costly to all 
elderly receiving mental health 
services under Medicare of 
Medicaid, as well as to insur- 
ance companies providing 
Medigap insurance. * 

This warning was sounded 
recently by Jim Akin, executive 
director of the Florida Chapter, 
National Association: of Sócial 
Workers (FL-NASW), as he 
calléd for Congressiónal action 
to permit social workers to con- 
tinue billing Medicare Part B 
directly for their fees, as psy- 
chologists and psychiatrists are 


permitted to do. 
A new provision under 
Section 4432, - Prospective 


Payment for Skilled Nursing 
Facility Services, would pre-

vent social workers with mas- 
ters' or doctorate degrees from 
directly billing Medicare for 
mental health services in 
skilled nursing facilities 
(SNFs) as had been permitted 


. in the past. 


“By failing to mention clinical 
social workers as mental 
health providers among those 
éxcluded from consolidated 
billing,” said Akin, “Congress 
will dramatically increase men- 
tal health costs across the 
board.” 

Akin cited an example of how 
fees could escalate in a typical 
Florida nursing home. “If the 
nursing home has 12 patients 
(from among a population of 
120) receiving mental health 
services. from a clinical social 
worker, the cost would be $40

for two 30-minute- visits per 
patient per week," he said. 
*Mental health payments for 
Medicare áre one-half the stan- 
dard fee. The cost for these 12 
patients, assuming costs 
remain -the same, would be 
$24,000 per year. However, if 
the clinical social worker is 
replaced by a psychologist, psy- 
chiatrist or nurse practitioner 
providing the same services, 
the costs would be nt least 25% 
more for an annual fee, of 
$30,000. In addition, beneficia- 
ries would be required to pay 
the residual, increasing their 
costs by 25%, and private 
insurance companies that write 
Medigap insurance would, also 
pay an additional 26%.

From a nutritional ,stand- 
point, the most efficient way to 
preserve food is freezing. 
Frozen food loses fewer vita- 
mins and minerals in process- 
ing than other preserved foods, 
according to Ms. Berthold- 
Bond. It is also considered the 
safest procedure, because plac- 
ing the food into temperatures 
of around 0 degrees Fahrenheit 
(found in most freezers) halts

In the course of the three-month study, 
38 women and 29 men, ranging from 20 to 
63 years old, were tested using sophisticat- 
ed surface electromyography (EMG) equip- 
ment. The tests evaluated the various lev- 
els of tension resulting from tasks such as 
reading, writing, and typing while talking 
on the phone. 

When they typed using a headset, their 
muscle tension was 31.4 percent ‘lower 
than when they used a conventional hand- 
set. 

When writing by hand, their tension was 
36.5 percent less. with the headsets.

Reading showed the biggest difference 
between headsets and handsets. While 
reading on a headset, the study partici- 
pants experienced 41 percent less tension 
compared to those using the handset. 

Headsets also have been shown to 
increase productivity, which indirectly may 
also help reduce the tension people feel at 
the end of the day. When people aren't 
forced to “drop everything”-to answer the 
phone, they can get more done. One study, 
conducted by H.B. Maynard, showed pro- 
ductivity improvements as high as 43 per- 
cent for some workers. Accomplishing that. 
much more in a day can be a big stress 
reliever in and of itself.

Historically, Lake Haris, a 
13,788-acre body of water in 
the Oklawaha Chain, has been 
highly utilized by bass, speck 
and bream fistfermnen 

Lake Harris' “speck season" 
usually begins In: early 


January and will continue 
through most of April. 

Look for fish in the grass 
during the cooler months using 
Missouri minnows, and in open 
water during the ‘late-spring 
and'summer months with Hal- 
Flies and Beetlespins. 

While fishing for specks 
here, don't be surprised if you 
dlso catch quite a few sunshine 
bass, which often frequent the 
same type of habitat. 

This lake also has two popu- 
lar fishing piers ard several 
GFC fish attractors located 
within casting distance from 
shore. One privately owned 
pier and boat launching ramp 
is located at Hickory Point and 
has a $2 per vehicle fee, while 
the other pier and ramp is free 
and can be found on Highway 
27. Another free launching 
ramp is located near Venetian 
Gardens in Leesburg.

On most maps this body of 
water is referred to as Lake 
Weohyakapka, its Seminole 
Indian name.

MEDICATION EDUCATION 


Medicines are a modern miracle. It seems that there's a pill for 
anything that bothers yóu, and, there are many times when a pill makes 


_ you feel better and is important for staying healthy. 


- While every medication has a specific purpose, each also has 
possible side effects that can cause problems. Every time you get a new 
drug prescribed for you or you consider taking an over-the-counter 
medication, ask your doctor or pharmacist the following questions:

* -Is this the lowest dose and if not, why not? 

* Whatare the possible side effects? 

* What should I do if I have a reaction? 

* Does this medicine interact with other medicines or foods I'm ` 
taking?

* What should I do if I miss a dose? 

It is important that your doctor(s) and pharmacist know . what 
medications you are taking...both prescription and over-the-counter. 

* Keep a personal record of all your medicines. . 
Show this record to each doctor you see. (Keep this list in your 
wallet.) . ° ; 

* Organize and store your medications according to your 
pharmacist's advice, safely and out of children's reach. Put a ` 
list of all the pills you are taking and at what time in a 
convenient place. Ariother option would be to use a special 
box or tray with compartments, to aid in compliance with 
scheduling.

* Choose a pharmacist that you feel comfortable talking to and a 
drug store that 1s well run and convenient. Many pharmacies 
have computers that check all medications you take. for 
possible problems.

Can Your Baby Hear? 


Hearing loss is a hidden handicap because children, especially 


- infants and toddlers, cannot tell us that they do not hear. 


` No disability impacts an infant's ability to communicate with the 
world as severely as hearing loss. Profound hearing loss isolates the 
infant in a cocoon of silence. Even mild hearing loss when left 
untreated, inflicts learning disabilities which may never be 
overcome: The severity of these learning disabilities is generally 
related.to the length of time the hearing loss is left untreated. 

Hearing loss is the most widespread chronic problem for 
children.

Colon cancer is the second most common cancer. 
When detected SE more than 90% can be cured. 


Most colon cancers start as polyps, which are 
small, tumor-like growths that project from a mucous 
membrane surface. Polyps can usually be removed 
through a colonoscopic exam. 


The key to early detection of colon polyps and 
cancer is the concern and willingness of people to 
seek medical attention from a physician. Symptoms 
can include rectal bleeding, weight loss, a change in 
bowel habits, abdominal pain, and anemia. 


, . The tests used by physicians to; detect colon polyps 
and cancer are: 


* stool exam to detect hidden blood
